In his letters, the OIC chair-- 
man expressed the wish that the 


superpowers would initiate 
serious efforts to enforce the UN 
Security Council resolution 598 
asking for a ceasefire in the Iran- 
lraq war and establish peace in 
the Arabian Gulf region. 

"Despite its value, no resolu- 
tion can bear fruit without steps 
to enforce it or moves to lay the 
ground for its execution. We 
trust that your gathering would 
address this matter." 

The Amir noted that the eight- 
year-old conflict is still raging 
and taking a heavy toll and caus- 
ing extensive destruction. 

The Amir hailed the Soviet 
Union’s “pioneering step in deal- 
ing with the difficult strife in 
Afghanistan, and determining a 
timetable for (troop) with- 
drawal. 

“And we hope that your coun- 
tries would help in bringing 
peace to Afghanistan." 

Lebanon 

He likened the struggles of 
Afghan and Palestine people, 
asserting that both of thwn have 
historic and genuine rights to 
their homelands. 

“Their deep roots are the best 
of evidence, and both nations 
have rejected the status quo, and 
created a new reality. We have 
big hopes that you would expand 
the domain of rights and restore 
it to its legitimate people, and 
help slop aggressions.”

Moscow approves INF treaty 


Reagan ready to work with 
Soviets to promote ties 


HELSINKI. May 2&,(Agen- 
cies): President Reagan met his 
top advisers today to prepare for 
the Moscow summit and said he 
was ready to work with the 
Soviet Union to promote respect 
for human rights and better East- 
West ties. 

“When we encourage Soviet 
reforms, it is with the knowledge 
that democracy not only guaran- 
tees human rights, but also helps 
prevent war and, in truth, is a 
form of arms control," Reagan 
said in a radio talk- - 

Jn his weekly taped broadcast 
for a US audience, the President 
said much had been achieved 
since he and Kremlin chief Mik- 
hail Gorbachev first met in Gen- 
eva three years ago. 

Better 

He said the Soviet military 
withdrawal from Afghanistan, 
Gorbachev’s programme of 
“glasnost” or openness, the 
release of some Soviet political 
prisoners and other liberalising 
moves had bolstered relations 
between Washington and Mos- 
cow and offered hope for a brigh- 
ter future. 

“And that's why we're ready 
to work with - the Soviets. To 
praise and criticise, and work for 
greater contact, and forchange," 
Reagan said. “Because that is the 
oath to lasting peace, greater 
freedom and a safer world.” 

Reagan, who begins his first 
visit to the Soviet Union and his 
fourth meeting with Gorbachev 
tomorrow, held two summit-eve 
meetings with his top advisers. 

“He’s looking forward to the 
visit to Moscow,” Colin Powell, 
the President's National Security

The Soviet Union’s top 
parliamentary body today 
ratified the INF missile treaty 
with the US, clearing the way for 
a showpiece ceremony at the 
summit. 

. Ratification came at a special 
session of the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet which was held 
within hours of news from 
Washington that the Senate had 
approved the treaty after days of 
agonising debate. 

The treaty to ban inter- 
mediate-range nuclear missiles 
— the first full-scale disar- 
mament accord between the 
superpowers — was signed by 
Gorbachev and Reagan at their 
Washington summit last Decem- 
ber. 

Its ratification by both sides 
means an exchange of ins-

On the government’s efforts 
to encourage the private sector 
to participate in the commer- 
cial field and its role in pushing 
forward the economy, the mini- 
ster said Kuwait is a commer- 
cial country and has a free econ- 
omy. “There are no obstacles 
and Kuwait welcomes all those 
who participate in achieving 
better production.”

Powell said the agreements on 
monitoring underground 
nuclear test explosions were not 
likely to be ready for Reagan and 
Gorbachev to approve. 

In another glitch, US Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Rozanne 
Ridgway said the Soviets had 
turned down a US proposal for 
prenotification of missile test 
launches. 


Moroccan 
premier 
visits Cairo 

CAIRO, May 28, (Reuter): 
Moroccan Prime Minister, 
Azeddine Laraki. arrived in 
Egypt today at the head of the 
first high-level mission to visit 
Cairo since the two countries res- 
tored ties last year. 

Egyptian officials said 
Laraki 's talks would focus on 
boosting trade ties and promot- 
ing better relations in industry, 
energy, culture and tourism after 
the nine-year break. 

Egyptian Prime Minister, Atef 
SedJo. greeting Laraki at Cairo 
airport, described his four-day 
visit as “historic.” 

Laraki told reporters his talks 
would “reflect the spirit ofbroth- 
erhood and friendship existing 
between the two nations. ” 


pointed out that this Arab coun- 
try had been tom by domestic 
extremisms and external 
influence. 

“Its cities have been turned 
into battlefields. Murders, 
subversion and terrorism have 
become a daily practice. The 
winds of bigotry have blown the 
flags of national unity into a dis- 
tance place,” be said. 

He added that Lebanon and all 
the other countries in the Middle 
East could nowadays find exam- 
ples of peaceful coexistence bet- 
ween creeds and religions in the 
two big powers.

“Even the advanced peoples 
are anxious to see humanity mar- 
ching towards greater security, 
peace and co-operation, the 
fruits of which are beneficial to 
each and every one." 


Rally in 
support of 
Palestinians 
staged 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
May 28, (Reuter): About 2.000 
Israeli members of the Peace 
Now movement today staged 
their first demonstration in 
Israeli-occupied areas since the 
Palestinian uprising began last 
December. 

In another development, a 
curfew was imposed on an 
occupied West Bank city over- 
night after the funeral of an Arab 
youth who died of wounds. 

Elsewhere, there were 
sporadic clashes between Pales- 
tinians and Israeli forces. 

Condemn 

• 

Speakers at the peaceful rally 
condemned the Israeli Army for 
forbidding the group to meet 
local Palestinians and restricting 
them loan isolated field outsider 
military camp near the city of 
Nablus. 

Palestinians, surprised by the 
demonstrators' convoy, waved 
and gave the V -for- victory sig- 
nal. 

The demonstrators later retur- 
ned to Israel in what organisers 
said was an illustration of the 
possibility of Israeli retreat from 
the occupied territories. 

The Army restrictions on the 
demonstrators’ movements were 
applied for fear of provoking 
either Palestinians or Jewish set- 
tlers into a clash. The high court 
rejected a Peace Now appeal 
against the curbs. 

Restrict 

The Army restricted residents 
of the West Bankcity ofKalkilya 
to their homes after the burial of 
16-year-old Iyad Abdallah Ibra- 
him Zeid, who was shot by a 
border policeman three months 
ago, Israel Radio said. 

An Army spokesman said the 
curfew was intended to prevent 
demonstrations. 

At least 189 people have been 
killed since the revolt began in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Palestinian sources said 
violent protests erupted in 
Rafah, Khan Yunis, Jabalya 
refugee camp and Gaza City and 
a dozen Arabs were beaten or hit 
by rubber bullets. 

Troops surrounded the Ai 
Imam Shafiri Mosque in Gaza 
for two hours after worshippers 
threw stones at a patrol, the sour- 
ces said.

Second stage of thrust into Beirut stums complete 


Syrian troops fan out 


BEIRUT, May 28, (Agencies): 
More than 4.000 Syrian soldiers 
peacefully completed the second 
stage of their thrust into Beirut's 
southern suburbs today to end 
militia battles and four years of 
lawlessness and anarchy. 

There were no reports that 
even a single shot was fired on the 
second day of the Syrian 
deployment, which concentrated 
around strongholds of the Iran- 
ian-backed Hezbollah. 

“The security plan is going 
well,” said a Syrian Army major, 
who asked to be identified as A bu 
Nidal. as he watched the soldiers 
move in. 

Posts 

“We have slopped the fight- 
ing. We will end armed 
appearances and make sure all 
military . offices close down. 
Weapons will be confiscated 
from everyone and we will arrest 
anyone who violates this.” 

The Syrians, armed with 
rocket-launchers. French-made 
Milan missiles and Kalashnikov 
rifles, erected fortified posts on 
street comers across the former 
battle zone between Hezbollah 
and the Syrian-backed Amal 
militia. 

A committee of Syrian, Iran- 
ian, Hezbollah and Amal 
officials led the soldiers into Bir 


Al Abed, Bourj Al Barajneh. 
Haret Hrcik. Hay Selum and 
other areas devastated by fight- 
ing. 

Abdul Hudi Haniadi, security 
chief for Hezbollah and ii 
reputed kidnap mastermind, was 
among the four-man group of 
officials. 

Moved 

Witnesses noted that the sol- 
diers stayed clear of side streets a ! 
Bir Al Abed, Hezbollah’s main 
stronghold where some of up to 
18 Western hostages in Lebanon 
were thought to be held. 

Amal sources said some of the 
foreign captives were moved to 
an unknown destination on May 
8 in cars with Iranian diplomatic 
licence plates. The report could 
not be confirmed and both Iran 
and Hezbollah have denied any 
link with hostage-taking. 

Hezbollah, financed and 
trained by Iran, won control of 
90 per cent of the suburbs during 
street battles which erupted on 
May 6. The terms of the Syrian 
deployment were agreed bet- 
ween Tehran and Damascus. 

Bearded Hezbollah fighters, 
wearing civilian clothes and with 
pistols in their bells, watched 
warily as their officers debated 
with the rest of the committee on 


where to set up Syrian positions. 

About 150 Lebanese 
policemen moved in with the 
Syrians, who secured the rest of 
West Beirut in February 1987. 

Syrian officers said more than 
4,000 soldiers moved in today 
but refused to give exact num- 
bers. Security sources said the 
major part of the Syrian takeover 
had been completed. 

Families came back to find 
rows of gutted shops and shell- 
blasted homes in the 41 square 
km (16 sq miles) of poor dwell- 
ings. 

Control 

The Syrian soldiers, in squads 
of ten, stood guard along streets 
us children played happily with 
empty cartridge cases. 

Bulldozers shoved aside 
barricades of sand thrown across 
most streets by the gunmen. 
Some soldiers piled up sandbags 
while others fixed some of the 
thousands of power and tele- 
phone lines shredded in the fight- 
ing. 

A force of 800 Syrian soldiers, 
supported by 100 policemen, 
look control of the Chiyah and 
Ghobeiri districts yesterday. 

The Iranian embassy, in a 
statement issued yesterday, 
urged militiamen not to violate 
truce.

US Navy adds powerful 
cruiser to its Gulf force 


ABOARD USS VINCENNES 
in the Strait of Hormuz, May 28. 
(Agencies): The United States 
Navy has added one of its billion- 
doliar Aegis cruisers, the fleet's 
most powerful and sophisticated 
warships,, to its Gulf-based 
squadron. 

Captain Will Rogers III. skip- 
per of the Vincennes, said that 
despite its multi-purpose 
capabilities his ship did not 
represent an escalation of the US 
armed presence in the war-lorn 
waterway, where tensions have 
run high since US and Iranian 
naval forces engaged in serious 
clashes on April 18. 

“Let's face it. It's a low-level 
threat.” Rogers said, referring to 
the Iranians. “We don’t consider 
the Iranians an enemy. We're not 
at war with them. 

System 

The Vincennes, filled with 
“Aegis.'’ a state-of-the-art, com- 
puterised radar surveillance and 
missile weapons systems, brings 
to the Gulf “a multi-mission 
capability” equivalent to several 
US warships now on duty there, 
Rogers said. 

The system is designed to ena- 
ble the ship to manage a hostile 
situation in defence of an aircraft 
carrier battle group, he added. 


Rogers, speaking to members 
oflhe Pentagon news media pool 
aboard the Vincennes, said the 
ship would replace the guided 
missile cruiser Wainwright and 
take over the anti-aircraft 
surveillance role performed si nee 
February by that craft. 

The Wainwright is one of five 
vessels leaving ihc Gulf in the 
next few daysaspartol a rotation 
announced earlier by the Pen- 
tagon. 

Fate 

Meanwhile. Iran's spiritual 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini 
declared today that the fate of the 
war against Iraq win be decided 
on the battlefield and not the 
negotiating table, despite Iran's 
admission that it has suffered 
military’ defeats in recent weeks. 

“The combatants must con- 
tinue their fight by depending on 
their faith in God and their 
weapons,” he said in a statement 
read to the opening session of 
Iran's new Majlis, or parliament, 
by his son Ahmed, increasingly 
emerging as a key political figure. 

“Victory will he ours and this 
is what we believe wholehear- 
tedly,” Khomeini said, indicat- 
ing 1 ran plans to retaliate against 
its Gulf war foe. 

Tehran Radio earlier reported 


that Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei admitted during a 
Tehran prayer session yesterday 
that the Iraqis had defeated 
Iran’s Army in recent weeks. 

He gave no details. But he was 
clearly referring to Iraq's recap- 
ture or the Faw peninsula in 
soulhern Iraq on April 18 and an 
Iranian bridgehead east ol' the 
port city of Basra earlier ibis 
week. 

Khamenei's unexpectedly 
blunt admission underlined the 
scale of the setbacks for Iran in 
the 7- 1 /2-year-old war.

Top aide to Meese resigns 


WASHINGTON, May 28, 
(Reuter): Another top aide to 
beleaguered Attorney-General 
Edwin Meese has announced his 
resignation just before the 
release of a report that is ex.«ec- 
led to sharply criticise Meese’s 
ethical conduct. 

Assistant Attorney-General 
Charles Cooper said yesterday 
he would be resigningin the latest 
departure from the troubled Jus- 
tice Department, which has been 
thrown into turmoil by Meese’s 
legal problems. 

Cooper was the fourth high- 
ranking official of the depart- 
ment to leave in the last two mon- 
ths. 

Cooper said in his resignation 
letter that his departure was 
unrelated to the controversy 
surrounding Meese but depart- 


ment officials said he had doubts 
about remaining after other top 
aides quit to protest Mcese'scon- 
linued leadership. 

Involved 

Cooper, who provided legal 
advice to Meese. played a key 
role in the initial investigation 
that uncovered the Iran-Contra 
scandal and was involved in the 
failed talks aimed at removing 
Panamanian strongman Manuel 
Antonio Noriega from power. 

His resignation added to the 
exodus just days before special 
prosecutor James McKay com- 
pleted a report expected to cite 
numerous instances of question- 
able ethical behaviour by Meese. 

For the past year. McKay has 
conducted an investigation into 
Meese's financial affairs, his ties 


to the scandal-scarred Wed tech 
Corp defence firm and his role in 
aS 1 billion Iraqi oil pipdincdcal. 

Cooper’s resignation created 
yet another vacancy for Meese to 
fill. 

Deputy' Attorney-General 
Arnold Bums and Criminal Div- 
ision chiefWilliam Weld quit two 

months ago in a protest against 
Meese. Then Terry Eastland, a 
close friend of Cooper, disclosed 
he had been fired as Meese's chief 
spokesman because he had failed 
to defend the attorney general 
aggressively enough. 

“I am acutely aware, ofcourse. 
that this is a time of controversy 
for you and for the department, 
and thus is not the most oppor- 
tune moment for members of the 
department's leadership to be 
departing,' Cooper said. 



Two Britons held for espionage 


ROME. May 28, (UPlj: Italian 
ami-terrorist police, acting at the 
request of US authorities, have 
arrested two Britons on charges 
of sending photocopies of 
blueprints of military equipment 
to countries in Eastern Europe 
and to Libya, police announced 
today. 

Police identified the Britons as 
Clifford Shepherd Chadwick. 
52, and Brian Moler Butcher, 55 
They were arrested on separate 
days last week aL Rome's Leon- 
ardo da Vinci Airport as they 
arrived from England, police 


said. 

In addition to the espionage 
charges, police said Chadwick is 
suspected of being involved in 
large scale trafficking in arms to 
Libya and in terrorist attacks 
carried out in I taly in recent years 
against dissident Libyan exiles. 

Depu ty sta te a ttomey Rosario 
Priore, one of Rome's top anti- 
terrorist prosecutors, said But- 
cher also is being investigated to 
determine whether he was 
involved in terrorist actions, or 
had links with foreign terrorists. 

Italian investigators said the 


arrests were carried out at the 
request of US authorities who 
started investigating the 
activities of Chadwick and But- 
cher several months ago. 

They said American auth- 
orities are asking Italy to 
extradite the two Britons on 
charges of carrying out tech- 
nological espionage damaging to 
the United States. 

The Rome investigators said 
Chadwick and Butcher, are 
accused of photocopying 
blueprints of missiles and other 
equipment.

Florida, May 28 (UPI): The 
city that pioneered America's 
first topless shop now 
presents bare-breasted 
cheque -cashing.

29. who said 
she used to work as a 'waitress. 

The other hostess on duty at the 
time, who identified herself 
only as Smokie, 33, said she 
has been a topless dancer and 
worked for a Strip-O-Gram 
company. 


Allegations over links with S. Africa 

Mauritius walks out 
of African summit 


ADDIS ABABA, May 28, 
(Reuter): Mauritius, protesting 
against criticism of its links with 
South Africa, today stormed out 
of the closing session of an 
African s ummi t which called for 
intensified armed struggle 
against apartheid and Pretoria’s 
rule in Namibia. 

“We came here to celebrate the 
25th anniversary of the Organ- 
isation of African Unity (OAU), 
not to be insulted ... I have no 
alternative but to walk out of this 
closing session," Foreign Mini- 
ster Satcam Booldl told the few 
heads of state left in the Eth- 
iopian capital. 

A report by the OAU libera- 
tion committee cited Mauritius 
as one of three OAU member 
states collaborating with the 
white-led Pretoria government 
through trade and other ties. The 
others were the Seychelles and 
Equatorial Guinea. 

Boolell said Mauritius had 
asked for the reference to be 
deleted and was making the 
protest because the conference 
had ignored its request. The 
accusation was “self-righteous 
and hypocritical." 

OAU Secretary -Gen era! Ide 
Oumarou described the walkout 
as deplorable but gave no explan- 


ation why the report did not 
name other African states which 
have failed to cut ties with South 
Africa. in protest at its apartheid 
policies. 

Mauritius allows South 
African Airways to land at 
Plaisance Airport on their way to 
and from the Far East, South 
African companies have invested 
in hotels in the Indian Ocean 
state and, like most countries in 
southern Africa, Mauritius buys 
large quantities of South African 
goods. 

The new OAU Chairman, 
President Moussa Traore of 
Mali, told a post-summit news

African links. 

Realities 

“If we close our eyes to such 
realities and truths, we would be 
colluding with apartheid," he 
added. 

Resolutions passed by the 30 
heads of state and government 
who attended the three-day 
meeting call for comprehensive 
and mandatory sanctions 


against South Africa and ask 
member states to support the 
three OAU- recognised libera- 
tion movements — die African 
National Congress and the Pan-

Africa and Namibia’s Southwest 
Africa People's Organisation 
(Swapo). 

They deplored British and 
American use of the veto in the 
United Nations Security Council 
to thwart attempts to make sanc- 
tions against South Africa legally 
binding. 

The conference invited mem- 
ber stales to open talks with the 
frontline countries — the black 
states confron dng Pretoria — on 
security assistance. 

The resolution on Namibia 
condemned what it called “the 
policy of systematic extermina- 
tion of newborn males which the 
racist Pretoria regime is apply- 
ing."

Ethiopian rebels have released 
two Irish nurses captured one 
month ago, a rebel spokesman 
said today. He said the two. 
Fiona Qumn and Mary Coen, 
had already flown home. 

The spokesman for the Oromo 
Liberation Front (OLF), Tades- 
saa Ebaa said the two nurses had 
not been kidnapped but 
“removed" from southwestern 
Ethiopia “for their own safety” 
following clashes between the 
rebels and government troops in 
the region. 

Quinn and Coen were cap- 
tured on April 28 in Janso, 400 
km west of the Ethiopian capital 
of Addis Ababa, during an OLF 
'faHOTiiiratafrfe' 

' TiUmafflfanan'^organ- 
isation, had to walk for six days 
to the Sudanese border, 80 km 
from Janso. From the border, 
they were driven for 750 km of 
rutted dirt tracks to the Sudanese 
capital of Khartoum.

US pledges 
$30m aid to 
Philippines 

MANILA. May 28, (Reuter): 
Defence Secretary. Fidel Ramos, 
said today the United States had 
pledged about S30 million of 
■ Quinary aid to the Philippines to 
help fight i communist insurgents. 

He said the assistance included 
military equipment and support 
for the manufacture of radios, 
uniforms and combat boots. 

Ramos talked to reporters on 
his return from a 16-day visit to 
the United States which included 
talks with American officials on 
security relations between the 
two countries. 

He said the assistance was not 
intended to influence the long- 
running talks between US and 
Philippine officials on the future 
of American bases in the coun- 
try. 

“There was no conscious pres- 
sure that I detected in regard to 
the ongoing military bases 
review. 1 think it is well under- 
stood over there that the talks are 
taking place at another level." he 
said. 

The assistance was apart from 
the SI 80 million the Philippines 
receives yearly as compensation 
under an agreement which 
allows the operation of US 
military bases in the country. 

Appeal 

Meanwhile, President 

Corazon Aquino has asked Pak- 
istan to use its “moderating 
influence" to help end a 15-year 
Muslim rebellion in the southern 
Philippines. 

In a reception for Pakistani 
Prime Minister, Mohammad 
Khan Junejo. at the presidential 
palace last night. Aquino said 
Pakistan could persuade other 
Muslim states not to interfere in 
Philippine domestic problems. 

"We trust that your «overa- 
ment ... may use the moderating 
influence of your government at 
the Organisation oflslamic Con- 
ference meetings to project our 
country's unremitting aspiration 
fornational unity.” Aquino said. 

Pakistan is a member of the 
influential 46-member Jeddah- 
based organisation, in which the 
rebel Mora National Liberation 
Front has lobbied for support. 

"Our government appreciates 
the position of Pakistan and the 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference in treating the question of 
Muslims in southern Philippines 
as a domestic problem,” Aquino 
said.

Soviet and Afghan foreign ministers rap Islamabad ; 

Pakistan asked to stop rebel aid 


MOSCOW, May 28. fAPj; The 
Soviet and Afghan foreign mini- 
sters have criticised Pakistan for 
supporting US-backed 

guerrillas, the official Tass news 
agency reported. 

The report said Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze 
and his 1 Afghan counterpart, 
Abdul WakiL met in Moscow to 
review arrangements for the 
Soviet troop withdrawal which 
began on May 15. 

"Pakistan virtually does not 
take effective measures for the 
elimination from its territory of 
the infrastructure of interference 
in Afghanistan's internal 
affairs,” Tass quoted the envoys 
as stating. 

Soviet aid 

At a news conference earlier, 
Yevgeny Primakov, head of the 
Soviet Institute of the World 
Economy and International 
Relations, accused the United 
States of violating the Geneva 
agreements by continuing to ship 
arms to Afghanistan's ami-com- 
munist mujahedeen guerrillas. 

“They are arming, quite 
openly, those who want to go on 
in their civil war.” said 

Primakov. 

In Washington, the State 


Department noted that the 
Soviets were handing over 
military supplies lo the Kabul 
government. 

•‘The turnover of large 
amounts of military supplies 
constitutes a continuation of 
military aid. The Soviets should 
take their military equipment out 
with lbem. We will watch Soviet 
actions carefully in this area and 

will follow symmetry in making 

our decisions." 

Freed 

The United States has said it 
will arm its anti-Soviet Afghan 
rebel allies as long as the Soviets 
arm Afghan troops. 

The criticisms of the US and 
Pakistan came two days before 
the start of Lhe summit meeting 
between President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev. Afghanistan is 
on their agenda. 

Tass also reported that Soviet 
troops had signed a petition to 
Pakistani President Zia-ul-Haq 
asking him to use his influence id 
stop the torture of Soviet prison- 
ers by Afghan guerrillas. The dis- 
patch said Afghan rebels were 
holding some of the Soviet 
troops on bases in Pakistan. 

Meanwhile, the French 


phoiojournalist Alain Guillo. 
captured 14 months ago and 
jailed after entering Afghanistan 
with M uslim guerrillas, was freed 
today, a senior French official 
said. 

The release came after Gilbert 
Perol. secretary-general of the 
French Foreign Ministry, 
presented a letter from President 
Francois Mitterrand to Afghan 
leader Najib. 

The French official, who 
spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity. said no conditions were 
attached (o the release of the 45- 
year-old journalist. 

‘There was no agreement, no 
special considerations.” he said. 

He said no money was paid by 
the French government for 
Guido's release. 

Clemency 

The official said Guillo, a 
freelance journalist, was in good 
spirits ana good health. 

Guillo was turned over to 
French officials at the Ary ana 
Hotel in cen tral Kabul and taken 
to the French Embassy com- 
pound. He was to leave Kabul 
later with Perol on a flight to New 
Delhi and then contin ue to Paris. 

Najib announced last night 
that he had granted clemency to 


Guillo. who was captured in 
March 1987 after entering the 
country from Pakistan with 
guerrillas who have been fighting 
Soviet and Afghan government 

troops. . . . . 

Guillo was convicted on Jan 4 
on charges of “espionage and 
subversive activities” and sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison. He 
denied the charges. 

In Paris, a spokesman for the 
French Foreign Ministry, wel- 
comed Gtrillo's release. 

“This liberation brings to a 
happy conclusion contacts taken 
with Afghan authorities to 
obtain the pardon of the French 
journalist,” the spokesman said. 

There was no immediate word 
on the fate of another imprisoned 
Western journalist, Fausto 
BUoslavo, anitalian who worked 
for the small Albatross news 
agency. 

Biloslavo was captured last 
July after entering Afghanistan 
from Pakistan with the 
crrillas. He was convicted in 
arch of espionage and senten- 
ced to seven years m prison. 

Western diplomatic sources, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity , said they also expected 
Biloslavo’s freedom soon.

Turkish soldier crosses Green Line 

Cypriot guard shot to death 


NICOSIA. May 28. (AP): Greek 
Cypriot authorities said a Turk- 
ish soldier today crossed the 
Green Line that divides this 
island, tried to rape a Greek 
Cypriot woman, then shot to 
death a national guardsman who 
came to the rescue. 

A second guardsman was shot 
and wounded, the Greek 
Cypriot-staffed National Guard 
said In a statement. 

Hours later the intruder was 
holed up inside the woman's 
house in the village of Athienou 
near the Green Line southeast of 
Nicosia, surrounded by guards- 
men and United Nationspeacek- 
eeping troops. 

Injured 

It was the second fatal clash 
near the Green Line in a week. 

Initial police reports earlier 
had said the woman was shotand 
wounded and had spoken of two 
intruders, identifying' them as 


Turkish Cypriots. 

But theNational Guard said 
the intruder was a lone "Turkish 
soldier." one of about 30,000 
stationed on the island, and that 
he “tried to rape" the woman. 

The dead guardsman was 
identified as Charalambos 
Charaiambous, about 18 or 19 
years old. The injured guards- 
man. loannis Kaleshis, was 
taken to Larnaca general hosp- 
ital and listed in serious condi- 
tion, the National Guard said. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from LfN or Turkish 
Cypriot officials on the incidenL 

On May 21, UN troops from 
the Austrian contingent here 
shot to death a Turkish Cypriot, 
Hussein Kafa. The UN said Kafa 
had opened fire at and wounded 
a peacekeeper near the mixed 
Greek-Turkish village ofPyla. 

Later that day, a second Aus- 
trian peacekeeper was shot at 
— an d~wo und ed~by two o f ■ 


relatives while on guard at an 
Austrian post, authorities said. 

The two relatives were later 
taken into custody in connection 
with the incident. 

Pyla is the only village where 
Turkish Cypriots and Greek 
Cypriots still live together des- 
pite the 14-year-old partition of 
the island. 

After the incident, Maj. Gen. 
Gunther Greindl, the Austrian 
commander of UN peacekeepers 
in Cyprus, rejected Turkish 
Cypriot complaints against him. 

"I consider the charges made 
against the United N ations force 
in Cyprus generally, and me per- 
sonally, are totally unjustified," 
he said in a statement.” 

Rauf Denktash. President of 
the Northern Turkish Cypriot 
breakaway state, had charged 
that Greindl ordered Austrian 
troops to harass Kafa, and held 
him responsible for the fatal 
shooting. —

preaches 

self-help 

JACKSON, May 28, (AP): Arun 
Gandhi says civil rights laws 
have failed to eliminate racism in 
the social fabric of the United 
States' southern region and that 
other weapons against dis- 
crimination are needed. 

The one he favours is a soft 
voice, like the one his grand- 
father, Mohandas Gandhi, used 
three generations ago to help free 
India from British rule. 

Arun, a 53-year-old freelance 
journalist, is living in this south- 
ern state to conduct research for 
a book and, he hopes, rejuvenate 
what he calls a stalled US civil 
rights movement. 

He has a long list of speaking 
engagements, during which he 
promotes the self-help program- 
mes he once employed to aid 
India's poor. Arun says he never 
accuses — only talks and offers 
suggestions. 

"We have enough, hatred in 
this world, and we don't want to 
add to it." he says. 

So far. the quiet presentation 
by Gandhi and his wife, Sunanda 
Gandhi, have caught the ear of 
dozens of political, religious and 
business leaders. The Gandhis 
have been crisscrossing the state 
since their arrival from Bombay 
last August. 

Confrontation 

Mississippi was the scene of 
the some of the most violent con- 
frontations in the fight against 
segregation in the 1950s and 
1560s. Today, black and white 
Mississippians dine together, 
ride the bus together, vote 
together, and go to school and 
work together. 

But they don't socialise 
together. Arun said in an 
interview. 

1 "There is no real acceptance, 
j there is just toleration.” he said. 

Arun plans to live in Missis- 
sippi fora year to gather material 
for his book, which will compare 
the treatment of blacks in the 
south with Lhe treatment of the 
“untouchables” in India's 
Maharashtra state, his home for 
the past 30 years. 

Although Indian laws have 
banned the old caste system, 
which relegated the untoucha- 
bles to the bottom of the social 
strata, he said discrimination 
remains — ■ just as it does for 
blacks in the United Stales. 

“In both cases we have legally 
solved the problem, but not 
socially,” Arun said. 


Iran executes 
‘terrorists’ 

MANAMA, May 28, (UPI): 
Iran this week executed three 
“terrorists" it said were lin- 
ked to illegal communist 
organisations, Iran's official 
IslamicRepublic news agency 
said last night. 

The agency said an Islamic 
revolution tribunal sentenced 
the three men to death and 
they were executed in Evin 
prison on Wednesday after- 
noon.

A local daily interviewing 
several youths on the subject 
reported that one of those 
interviewed, Nuha Ibrahim 
stated that “women were not 
commodities and prospective 
grooms should improve their 
standards of living before 
proposing marriage. She added 
that most middle class families in 
Kuwait do not ask for high 
dowries and such higher dowries 
apply only to the more affluent. 
Thus, she rejected the actions of 
the tribes towards limiting 
dowries. 


Um Badr said limiting dowries 
is a good step, however, it 
becomes difficult to limi t dowries 
when a family has two sisters — if 
one of them is paid a high dowry, 
the other sister would be felt “let- 
down" were she to receive a 
lower dowry. Therefore, the 
family ends up paying for their 
daughters' marriage. 

Bahija Ibrahim said that 
indicating limits for dowries 
could cause future problems bet- 
ween a man and his wife. She 
pointed out that marriage is 
intended to last forever and 
.’dowries are a matter of trust bet- 
ween the bride’s and the groom’s 
family. 

Rejects 

Ilham AJ Masoud rejects limit- 
ing dowries because living stan- 
dards are changing constantly 
and that a KD5000 dowry is no t a 
problem for most youths as the 
government provides them with 


marriage allowances. 

• Yousif Swidan stated that 
limiting dowries is a good 
initiative and it would have been 
more practical if it were ins- 
tituted a long time ago. He added 
that high dowries usually create 
problems for grooms, especially 
at a lime when they are in need of 
funds to get a good footing in life. 
He said that there were several 
cases of brides with high dowries 
ending up selling their gold and 
jewellery to compensate their 
husbands in case of loans or 
debts. 

Statistics 

Meanwhile, aocording to stat- 
istics issued by Kuwait's Minis- 
try of Justice for last year, there 
were 9,59 1 marriages recorded in 
Kuwait, with dowries ranging 
from KD1 to KD 15,000. Most 
dowries were around KD2.000 
to 3,000.

Call for total 


disarmament

UNITED NATIONS. (UP1): 
Leaders of developing coun- 
tries are expected to call for total 
disarmament during a special 
session of the UN General 
Assembly beginning Tuesday, 
coinciding with the US Soviet 
summit in Moscow. 


At least 25 heads of state and 
government will converge on 
New York to press for an end to 
the arms race. Many are aware of 
criticism that they, too, con- 
tribute to ihe annual S 1 trillion 
arms spendings worldwide. 

The UN special session on dis- 
armament, from May 31 to June 
25, is the third si nee world leaders 
gathered in 197 S to writes much 
acclaimed document calling for 
global disarmament. 

UN officials hope high-level 
government officials participat- 
ing in this session will have a 
consensus to hammer out a fresh 
universal agreement whereby 
nuclear powers can be urged to 
disarm. 

The officials are undeterred by 
warnings that deep dis- 
agreements. which caused the 
second session in 1982 to fail and 
which still exist, would prevent 
adoption of a new document. 

The May 29-June 2 Moscow 
summit between President 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev seems to 
encourage other governments to 
ride the trend toward disar- 
mament in a host of areas, they 
said. 


United Nations is much less 
ideological now ... and 1 think we 
are seeing some breakthroughs 
in the disarmament negotia- 
tions.” 

He said US-Soviet agreement 
to eliminate intermediate- range 
nuclear missiles has been the 
most encouraging sign in disar- 
mament. even though the 
agreement covers only 5 per cent 
of the nuclear arsenal. Akashi 
said the verification procedures 
that accompany the INF 
agreement are “unprecedented.”' 

He said bilateral arms set- 
tlements between Washington 
and Moscow have had their 
origin in UN resolutions, a claim 
strongly disputed by the two! 
capitals. 

Most Western European 
nations and the United States 
prefer direct negotiations, be it 
on humanitarian aid or disar- 
mament, contrary to the United 
Nations’s calls for negotiations 
under its auspices.

Thatcher and Kinnock 


battle over morality

LONDON, (Reuter): Con- 

servative Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher and Labour 
opposition leader Neil Kinnock 
are quoting liberally from ihe 
Bible in a “holier than thou” 
battle to show the superior 
morality of their own brands of 
politics. 

Clashes (his month between 
Britain's top two politicians have 
deepened their mutual 
animosity, and stirred one 
debate on the morality of the 
government's social policies and 
another one on the propriety of 
citing holy scriptures for party 
political advantage. 

In a series of speeches and 
interviews. Thatcher bared her 
religious convictions and moral 
values more fully than at any 
time since she became prime min- 
ister nine years ago. 

She sparked particular protest 
with an address to the general 
assembly of the Church of 

Scotland in Edinburgh on Satur- 
day. quoting the Old and New 
Testuments.~the ten command- 
ments and several hymns to spell 
out Ihe spiritual beliefs which 
underpin her political philoso- 
phy. 

“It is not the creation of wealth 
that is wrong but love of money 
• for its own sake.” she said in one 
of several remarks that were ins- 
tantly dubbed the "gospel accor- 
ding to Thatcher” 

Citing St Paul's epistle to the 
Thessalonians. she added: "If a 
man will not work he shall not 
eat." 

Kinnock blasted the speech as 
"selective interpretation of the 
Bible” and a less than glorious 
defence of "a society in which the 
poor get poorer and the rich geL 
richer”. 

On Tuesday he asked That- 
cher in Parliament which Biblical 
passage had inspired her to cut 
child benefits and slop free 
school meals: "Could it have 
been Matthew 27:24: ‘And Pilate 
look water and washed his 
hands’?". 

Amid uproar, she furiously 


accused Kinnock of "debasing 
everything I believe in.” 

She went on to cite her own 
self-denial by not drawing her 
full salary as prime minister. 

Labour members of 
Parliament kept up the barrage 
in prime minister's question time 
on Thursday, citing Biblical 
references and accusing That- 
cher of a “nauseating pretence at 
moral concern" while attempt- 
ing "to rewrite the Bible and the? 
Holy Quran.” 

She dismissed the taunts as 
lacking the courtesy and respect 
that was "a mark of Christian 


manners. 

Thatcher had stepped up the 
drive to assert the moral 
supremacy of her government 
with an address to women mem- 
bers of the ruling Conservative 
Party on Wednesday. 

Denying that her policies were 
the "creed of greed”, she asserted 
thai the traditional values of 
British life were: "Conservative 
values of self-reliance, personal 
responsibility, good neighbourli- 
ness and generosity towards oth- 


ers. 


The prime minister quoted 
Methodist church founder John 
Wesley as saying: "Gain all you 
can, save all you can, give all you 


can. 


But her views have enraged a 
number of churchmen as well as 
opposition politicians, who 
charge that the government’s 
free market, self-help policies 
have created a selfish and 
unhappy society becoming 
increasingly divided between 
rich and poor, north and south, 
young and old. 

Last month, Anglican bishop 
of Durham David Jenkins den- 
ounced the government's welfare 
policies as “wicked”. 

Several Scottish clerics objec- 
ted to Thatcher being allowed to 
speak at their Edinburgh assem- 
bly. One objector, the Rev Paraic 
Reamonn, said afterwards: 
"What this government has been 
doing to the country and par- 
ticularly to the poor since 1979 
makes the speech a disgraceful 
travesty of the gospel.” 


Reagan-Gorbachev summit 


A celebration of growing rapprochement 



SINCE an agreement on a Start 
treaty is still a long way off, the 
Reagan-Gorbachev summit will 
be primarily a celebration of the 
growing rapprochement bet- 
ween the United States and the 
Soviet Union, a demonstration 
that glasnosi is making progress 
and East- West bridges are being 
built. 

Officials on both sides are 
readying a communique to put it 
all into appropriate words and a 
few minor agreements to prove 
that it was not all a public rela- 
tions exercise. 

Two lest ban treaties have 
been gathering dusL in Congress, 
treaties of limited significance, 
but still documents to impose 
some restrictions on nuclear test- 
ing, not to ban testing altogether. 

The Reagan administration is 
against a ban because, it says, 
that as long as the West is relyi ng 
on nuclear weapons to deter war, 
it has to be able to test. They 
don’t admit it publicly, but the 
real reason is that a lest ban 
treaty would torpedo the "Star 
wars” project, the defence in 
space against long range nuclear 
missiles, because one way to have 
an SDL its supporters claim, is to 
create nuclear explosions in 
space which send out, gamma 
rays to be used to destroy incom- 
ing missiles.

Baghdad inflicts major defeats on Iran

BAHRAIN, (Reuter): Baghdad 
has inflicted two major bat- 
tlefield defeats on Iran in the past

few weeks, forcing Iranian forces

out of heavily-defended and long 
occupied positions inside Iraq. 

The offensive on Wednesday 
in which elite Presidential 
Guards ousted Iranians entren- 
ched south of the port city of 
Basra would have been unthink- 
able a year ago. 

It followed a convincing vic- 
tory on Iraq's Faw peninsula in 
the southern battlefront in the 
second half of April. 

In Wednesday’s action Iran 
said it staged a strategic withdr- 
awal across Lhe Shatt Al-Arab 
waterway back across the border 
during nine hours of fighting. 

But after 7-1/2 years of fight- 
ing Iraq seems to have moulded 
■its Army into a fighting machine 
capable of sustaining major 
thrust against determined Iran- 
ian opposition. 

“I" think they will try to push 


Iranian troops out of Iraq back 
to the international borders,” 
said a Gulf-based Western 
diplomat. 

“But they must do it all along 
the border, from the north to the 
south.” he said. 

Confusion • 


Another Western diplomat 
said be believed Iraq wanted to 
take advantage of what he ter- 
med political confusion in 
Tehran. 

"They were encouraged by 
their successes in Faw and had to 
act before the new Iranian gover- 
nment had fully settled in,” he 
said. 

Iran held parliamentary elec- 
tions in mid-May in which the 
balance of power tilted away 
from conservatives to radicals. 

In February, 1 986, Iran was on 
the offensive and pushed to the 
outskirts of Basra in a series of 
fierce engagements which 
threatened the city itself. 


Iranian gunners were so close 
to the strategic southern dty they 
could see their mortar bombs 
landing on Iraqi positions across 
the Shatt AJ-Arab waterway. 

Defeat for Iraq in the south 
looked possible and there was 
genuine, concern in Gulf 
diplomatic circles that Iran 
might seize Basra and declare an 
Islamic republic in south Iraq. 

That concern became so great 
that Iraq’s allies nervously 
looked towards Baghdad, and 
Egypt offered troops should 
Basra look like falling. 

Stalled 


But the Iranian offensive 
stalled at Iraq’s Maginot line- 
like defences around Basra with 
Tehran's Revolutionary Guards 
unable to penetrate the city’s 
perimeter. 

Iraq breathed again and pon- 
dered the mistakes that allowed 
the Iranian blitzkrieg to sweep 
across the Shatt Al-Arab, occupy 


the Faw peninsula and wheel 
north towards Basra. 

Defence analyst saw two 
major shortcomings in the Iraqi 
defences; 

Their over-reliance on heavy 
weapons, including tanks 
unsuited to the marshy terrain 
over which much of the fighting 
took place.

New Zealand embarks on military buildup

WELLINGTON. New Zealand: . 
"Pacifist of the Pacific.” 

New Zealand earned the mon- 
iker three years ago by banning 
United States ships carrying 
nuclear weapons from its har- 


bours. The rebuff by a long-time 
ally stunned the US’. It broke up 


the ANZUS defence alliance bet- 
ween Australia, New Zealand, 
and the US. 

Ironically, New Zealand is 
now pumping growing sums into 
its biggest military buildup in 
more than a decade. 

"By the mid-1990s. New 
Zealand's Air Force, Navy, and 
Army are going to be better 
equipped than they’ve been since 
Vietnam,” says Steve Hoadley, a 
political-science professor at 
Auckland University. 

The impetus for Kiwi rear- 
mament is being provided by 
Prime Minister David Lange’s 
antinuclear, go-it-alone stance. 
"The breakup of ANZUS has 
legitimised, even among the 
Labour Party people who are 
normally antimilitary, the 


expenditure of resources for the 
reequipment programme,” says 
Mr Hoadley. 

The Royal New Zealand Navy 
just received a new South 
Korean-made tanker — its first. 
Four modern custom-built 
frigates, estimated at SI. 5 billion

The Iraqi officers said their 
forces, led by elite presidential 
guards, routed the Iranians in a 
five-pronged offensive launched 
Wednesday morning that lasted 
just 10 hours. 

A senior officer, who like the 
others spoke on condition his 
name or rank was not divulged, 
said Iraqi troops backed by 
tanks, artillery, jet fighters and 
helicopter gimships retook 50 
square miles (130 square 
kilometres) of Iraqi territory.

uncovers

OSLO, May 28, (Reuter): Nor- 
way's state oil firm Statoil said 
today it had uncovered an indus- 
trial espionage ring working to 
sell valuable, secret information 
in. the multibillion dollar inter- 
national oD industry. 

Statoil spokesman Haakon 
Lavik told Reuters that the com- 
pany had found eight firms, mos- 
tly based around London, which 
had been working to obtain con- 
fidential details of projects and 
sell them to companies bidding 
for lucrative contract work. 

‘"Most of them are little more 
than paper companies. We have 
found that they are working in 
many large international oil 
developments,” he said. Lavik 
declined to name the companies. 

Probe 

Statoil, Norway's biggest 
company and guardian of its 
huge North Sea oil industry, 
began a pro be last year after find- 
ing that secret information about 
development of its VeslefriJdc 
olTshore oilfield was being 
offered to potential contractors. 

“We now have reason to 
believe that this is going on in an 
organised way internationally 
and in other projects on the Nor- 
wegian continental shelf," Lavik 
said. 

Company sources said a team 
from Statoil, working with 
private investigators, had found 
secret information on budgets, 
pricing and planning was often 
obtained by ‘hacking' into com- 
puters and telecommunications 
systems. 

Findings 

Lavik said other oil companies 
and the police had been informed 
of the findings, but declined to 
give further details. 

There was no evidence in 
Statoil's case that confidential- 
information bad been sold or 
that any company employee had 
been involved in leaking 
documents. “But there are no 
guarantees," he said. 

World Bank 
jcolo to,e*papd 
In Yugoslavia, 
says minister 

BELGRADE, May 28, (Reuter): 
The World Bank may play a big- 
• gerrolein Yugoslavia in the next 
few years, possibly tripling or 
quadrupling the money it lends. 
Assistant Finance Minister Boris 
Skapin said today. 

He said World Bank loans to 
Yugoslavia may be raised from 
$200 million a year now to bet- 
ween 600 million and 800 million 
a year in 1990-1992. 

In remarks released by the 
Tanjug news agency, Skapin 
spokeofa four-year World Bank 
programme which he termed 
‘ambitious.’ 

He said it would include 
several long-term credits for 
development projects including 
transport modernisation, water 
and energy schemes and small- 
scale export-oriented industries. 

The World Bank might also 
open a Belgrade office, be said. 

Talks 

World Bank officials are now 
in Yugoslavia for talks or a 
“structural adjustment loan'* to 
help finance economic reforms. 

Last week, Skapin told visiting 
western journalists that 
Yugoslavia was seeking a $300 
million loan from the bank to 
help pay fora programmeofend- 
ing controls on prices, imports 
and currency exchange rates, 

Yugoslavia is also awaiting an 
International Monetary’ Fund 
(IMF) ‘standby’ credit and fresh 
loans from commercial banks to 
underpin the programme. 

The World Bank's director for 
Europe, Eugenio Lara, heads the 
group negotiating the structural 
loan. Skapin said World Bank 
vice-president Wil fried Thaiwitz 
will visit Belgrade next week for 
further talks on a four-year 
cooperation plan. 

Debt 

“At this stage, when 
Yugoslavia is trying to con- 
solidate its foreign debt, (he 
World Bank and other inter- 
national financial institutions 
are of special interest to it,” 
Skapin said. 

The difficulty of keeping up 
payments on its S21 billion 
foreign debt while exports slum- 
ped and its inflation rate soared 
above ISO per cenL led 
Yugoslavia to seek IMF and 
World Bank help last year. 

The new economic reforms are 
aimed at easing the strain. 

Skapin said Yugoslavia had 
borrowed a total of $4.8 billion 
from the World Bank in the past, 
including S3.7 billion in the 
critical 1976-1985 period when 
Yugoslavia piled up the bulk of 
its hard currency foreign debt. 


Fed tries to tighten credit 




Markets exerting political pull 


NEW YORK, May 28, ( AP): In 
the view of a. good many Wall 
Street analysts, rising interest 
rates and the depressed state of 
the securities markets are begin- 
ning to loom as a factor in this 
year's election campaign. 

Pocketbook issues nearly 
al way s ca rry a lot of wei gh i at the 
polls. On the surface at least, the 
picture looks pretty good for 
incumbents of both parries right 
now. 

After all. the unemployment 
rate is at a 14-year low. Econ- 
omic growth has been faster of 
late than almost anybody expec- 
ted. 

Mission 

The recession that was so 
widely feared in the aftermath of 
the slock market crash last year 
has so Far failed to materialise.

“Without such a move, bond 
prices will continue to 
deteriorate. 

Get man said the Fed is likely 
to pull in the reins a bit more in 
June, and to raise its discount 
rate, which now stands at 6 per 
cent, during the summer. 


“If this lightening is sharp 
enough," he added, “then the 
Fed may not need to tighten, 
again before the election. 

“But if jJhe Fed is not decisive 
enough in its actions, then the 
bond markets wDl once again 
force the Fed’s hand, and it wilt 
not be pretty.” 

Aggressive 

At the same time, analysts say. 
Fed policymakers are well aware 
of the risks of being too aggres- 
sive. The last half-point increase 
in the discount rate, on Sept 4 of 
last year, may have played a part 
in (or at least failed to prevent) a 
crash in stock prices. 

Amid all these concerns, 
stocks struggled to break a three- 
week losing streak in the past 
week. The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials rose 3.85 to 
1,956.44.

Outlook 

Optimists on the market 
outlook argue that the Fed's 
challenge will diminish as it 
becomes apparent that inflation 
worries are excessive.

Threat of inflation worsens 


China’s money supply soaring 


PEKING. May 28. (Reuter): 
The new head of China's central 
bank warned in a speech publi- 
shed today that money supply 
and loans were growing much 
too fast, with savings slowing 
and consumption soaring. 

A Western banker said Lhe 
economy was showing serious 
signs of overheating and predic- 
ted inflation would reach 15-20 
percent in the second quarter. 

The People's Daily today 
quoted Li Guixian, in his first 
major speech since becoming 
head of the People's Bank of 
China in April, assaying that net 
money supply grew by 4.254 
billion yuan ($1.15 billion) from 
January J to May 23. 

This is the first time since 1961, 
that money supply has grown in 
the first half of the year. Li said, 
and was despite the fact that in 
March the bank said it would 
issue only 80 per cent as much 
money this year as in 1 987. 

Li told a meeting of chiefs of 
his bank that banks were lending 
too much and were being repaid 
too little. “If emergency 
- measures-are not -taken, the issue 
-of money-tins year -will greatly 
exceed -the-targeL 

Excess issue of money, averag- 
ing an annual increase of more 
than 20 per cent since 1984, has 


been a key factor in China’s 
worst inflation since the com- 
munist takeover in 1949. 

Official figures show retail 
prices, the nearest China has to 
an inflation index, rose 11 per 
cent in the first quarter oner the 
same period last year, with 
increases of24.2 per cent for food 
in major cities. 

A Western banker said he 
thought inflation would reach 
1 5- 20 per cent in the second quar- 
ter. because of lifting of price 
controls this year on eggs, 
vegetables, meat and sugar, 
which has sent prices of these 
items up by as much as 60 per 
cent. » 

The average Chinese family 
spends 60 per cent of its income 
on food. 

Stocks 

Li said that because people 
needed more money to buy 
goods, bank savings in the first 
four months grew more slowly 
than in the same 1987 period, 
with deposits among rural peo- 
ple falling in April. 

He said. -there, was already 
■ 1,000 billion yuan ($270 billion) 

• -in- the Banking system, but too 
much was tied up in stocks of 
unsaleable goods and rirculation 
was slow, but at the same time 
there was a serious and worsen- 


ing shortage of credit. 

He said the solution was to 
make better use of the money 
already in the system, giving 
loans to efficient firms, clearing 
inventories and making it more 
attractive to save mon^. 

The financial statistics for the 
first four months of the year 
make grim reading for Li and the 
rest of the leadership, facing the 
task of carrying through difficult 
reforms such as the increases in 
food prices. 

The Peking Financial Times 
reported on Friday thatsubsidies 
Beijing is paying consumers to 
compensate them for the food 
price increases would cost an 
extra 18 billion yuan ($4.86 
billion). 

It said wages in the first four 
months rose 21 per cent over the 
same period last year, higher 
than the rate of industrial 
growth, and spending by govern- 
ment departments rose 40.3 per 
cent, despite calls from Beijing 
for them to be cut. 

"Add on the fact the central 
bank is being repaid few of its 
short- tepn loans. Its task this 
year is even more difficult' than it 
was in 1987," the paper commen- 
ted. 

The banker said China's sys- 
tem was plagued by indiscipline. 


Coffee producers and consumers 
to discuss future of price pact 


LONDON. May 28, (AP): 
Officials from leading coffee- 
trading nations will consider the 
future of the price-stabilisation 
accord for coffee at a four-day 
London meeting next week, 
industry sources said yesterday. 

The sources said they expected 
discussion to be fairly low-key at 
the meeting starting on Tuesday, 
the first of two planned sessions. 
However, some controversial 
proposals for changes in the 
shape of the present inter- 
national coffee agreement might 
be put forward, they added. 

The present 74-nation treaty, 
which expires in September 1989, 
allows exports to be regulated by 
quotas lo keep the average world 
price within limits agreed by 
producing and Consuming coun- 
tries. 

Changes 

Many importing countries are 
insisting on changes if the 
agreement is to continue beyond 
then, the sources said. 

The United States and most 
members of the European Econ- 
omic Comm uni fy made i t dear a t 
a meeting last month of exporters 
and importers that they will 
refuse to participate in an 
unchanged agreement. 


They are unhappy that the 
present quota system has created 
a two-tier market for coffee and 
has failed to reflect changes in the 
pattern of consumption and 
production in recent years. 

Many exporting countries 
accept that there is room for 
improvement. “There are 
problem areas that need to be 
studied." said Colombian coffee 
olfidal Nestor Osorio. 

Supplies 

The two-tier market has been 
widely criticised by US and 
European officials. Their coun- 
tries buy beans in the regulated 
market, where quotas limit sup- 
plies and keep prices much 
higher than in the uncontrolled 
market used by the Soviet Union 
and other countries outside the 
international coffee agreement. 

The sources said West Ger- 
many was expected to put for- 
ward proposals next week to end 
the system. 

But delegates said they did not 
expect any decision to be made at 
the coming talks, noting that 
the EEC has no common posi- 
tion on the changes it wants while 
Lhe United States has not yet 
decided whether it is prepared to 
participate in even a modified 


agreement. 

“I think it will get us all think- 
ing so that real work can be down 
when we hold our second ses- 
sion." said an EEC official. This 
is likely to be in July, industry 
sources said. 

A final decision on what 
should happen to the treaty 
beyond its 1989 expiry date is 
expected to be taken this Septem- 
ber at a full meeting of all sig- 
natories of the current pact. 

Traders said that coffee pact 
quotas are keeping prices much 
higher than they otherwise 
would be in the current oversup- 
plied market, where exportable 
production is running at record 
levels thanks to last season’s 
bumper Brazilian harvest. 

Exports by the agreement’s 50 
producers are currently limited 
to 54.5 million bags in the 1987- 
88 (October- September) coffee 
year, compared with estimated 
consumption in importing mem- 
ber countries of 58 million bags. 

If lhe average world market 
price — currently $1.1 6 a pound 
— drops to 1 . 1 5 or below, a fur- 
ther 1.5 million bags will be 
automatically lopped off the 
quota. One bag equals 60 kilos, 
or 132 pounds.

Turkey and 
Greece 
agree 
to expand 
trade ties 

ANKARA, Turkey, May 28, 
(AP): High-level Turkish and 
Greek officials concluding three 
days of meetings on Thursday 
reached agreement on a detailed 
plan to boost economic and cul- 
tural cooperation between the 
two countries. 

The agreement was announ- 
ced at a joint news conference 
held by heads of the delegations, 
Greek Economy Minister Pan- 
ay otis Roumeliotis and Turkish 
Stale Minister Adnan KahvecL 

Both ministers said the work 
of the committee was a positive 
step towards further dialogue, 
creating an atmosphere of con- 
fidence and displaying the inten- 
tion of both rides to improve 
long-strained relations. 

Negotiations 

According to the announ- 
cement, the two sides decided to 
initiate negotiations for four dif- 
ferent agreements on economic, 
industrial, technical and scien- 
tific cooperation, on prevention 
of double taxation between the 
two countries, and on reciprocal 
promotion and protection of 
investments. 

Technocrats from Greece and 
Turkey will exchange visits to 
improve a railway network bak- 
ing the two countries. It was also 
decided to upgrade the telecom- 
munications between the two 
countries. 

The two sides decided to con- 
clude a maritime agreement to 
increase cooperation in shipping. 

The committee agreed that an 
exchange of information on ten- 
ders and investment projects in 
both countries was essential for 
cooperation in civil construc- 
tion. 

A joint tourism commission 
will convene in Athens in near 
future to study the prospects of 
cooperation in tourism ndd. 

The two sides will exchange art 
exhibitions and organise Turoo- 
Greek film festivals in the fram- 
ework of increasing cultural 


cooperation. 

Tne two sides also decided to 
cooperate within the framework 
of Unesco with a view to etimin- 
ate the erroneous and' biased 
information which may appear 
in the school textbooks.

Texaco 
rejects

Texaco on Friday rejected a $60- 
a-share takeover offer from Carl 
Icahn, paving the way for a full- 
scale battle for five seats opening 
up on the Texaco board next 
month. 

Icahn had said hemightdropa 
fight for the board seats if Tex- 
aco, the third largest US oil com- 
pany, approved or gave serious 
consideration to his buyout 
offer. . 

Texaco had already expressed 
doubts about the bid made on 
Wednesday which values the 
company at $14.5 billion, calling 
it illusory and lacking sufficient 
financial backing. 

In a short statement after the 
Texaco Inc board met on Friday 
at its White Plains, N.Y., 
headquarters, the company cited 
its substantial progress in res- 
tructuringand a lack of support- 
ing information provided by 
Icahn, particularly related to fin- 
ancing. It also asked Icahn to 
_ drop his board challenge- 
Declined 

Texaco shares declined 75 ' 
cents to S4ST.25, reaching the 
day’s low after the announ- 
cement. Some had hoped Tex- 
aco’s board might propose share 
buybacks or other shareholder 
incentives, and were disappoin- 
ted that none was announced. 

Texaco has estimated the cost 
of a takeover, with debt included, 
to be $20 billion. But Icahn, the 
largest Texaco shareholder with 
14.8 percent of the stock, saidhis- 
cost for buying the remaining 
shares he does not already own 1 
would be $12.4 billion. .

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Big devaluation marks launch 
of Yugoslav austerity measures 
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BELGRADE, May 28, (Reuter): 
Despite worker unrest, the 
Yugoslav government launched 
a long-awaited economic aus- 
terity programme today by free- 
ing prices and devaluing the 
dinar by 23.9 per cent. 

The moves cleared the way for 
a standby credit from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
and other fresh loans to finance a 
revitalisation of Yugoslavia's 
crisis-tom economy. 

Prime Minister Branko Mik- 
ulic's timing of the measures was 
bold, a day before the start of a 
special three-day Communist 
Party conference called to tackle 
the crisis and hammer out unity 
on reform plans. 

Exports 

The overnight devaluation, 
which will make Yugoslav 
exports cheaper and encourage 
foreign tourists, was the second 
big slash in the dinar’s value in 
seven months, although it has 
been depreciating rapidly day by 
day for several years. 

A year ago the dinar was chan- 
ging hands at 609 to the dollar. 
Yesterday the rate was 1 ,549. On 
Monday it will be over 1,900 to 
the dollar. 

The government also removed 
controls from 40 per cent of 
imports and 60 per cen t of prices. 


a step that will hurt workers 
already seething with anger over 
wage controls in a country where 
the average pay is less than S200 a 
month. 

The government kept controls 
of some essential foodstuffs such 
as milk and flour, with producers 
subsidised by the state. 

Frozen 

Prices were frozen last Novem- 
ber as inflation soared to over 
1 70 per cent Inflation is now 1 52 
per cent and an initial price 
explosion is expected to follow 
this weekend's thaw. 

The government slapped an 
immediate 32 per cent price rise 
on petrol. Oil went up 36 per cent, 
train fares 38 per cent, electricity 
3 1 per cent, coal 30 per cent and 
postal charges 28 percent. 

The government has been at 
pains to convince the public that 
the austerity programme was not 
dictated by the IMF but adopted 
on its own volition. 

Deal 

Many senior party officials 
privately say they oppose it and 
that the IMF deal should not 
have been signed 

They believe debt repayments 
should have been suspended and 
structural reforms implemented 
first. 

The standby credit, exceeding 


$400 million is one component of 
some $1.2 billion in new credits 
Yugoslavia wants this year to 
ease the repayment burden on its 
$21 billion debt. The WorW 
Bank and commercial creditors' 
are providing the rest 
The financing is essential to 
support the liberalisation of 
prices, imports and foreign 
exchange controls which have 
been combined with wage curbs 
and public spending curbs. 

The government is also keep- 
ing interest rates a few points 
above the inflation rate. 

Debts 

Western creditors insisted that 
Yugoslavia negotiate a con- 
ditional deal with the IMF before 
they would reschedule the debts 
and provide new loans. 

The austerity programme was 
essentially what the IMF deman- 
ded, Western diplomats said, 
Yugoslavia, a non-aligned 
Communist country of 23 
million people, plunged into 
economic crisis in the 1980s after 
borrowing heavily in the 1970s, 
mis-investing much of the cash or 
using it to fuel a consumer boom. 

Last July it missed repayments 
of $245 million at a time of low 
exchange reserves and falling 
exports, which forced it to 
approach the IMF for help. 


Saudi riyal 
deposit rates 
firm in quiet 
market 

BAHRAIN, May 28, (Reuter): 
Saudi riyal interbank deposits 
firmed today in a very quiet 
market on the back of stronger 
US interest rates. 

Dealers reported some activity 
in short-term funds as traders 
covered positions ahead of a 
three-day weekend in England 
and the United States. 

Spol-nexl funds were quoted 
at 7-1/4, 6-3/4 per cent and one- 
week at 7-1/4, 6-7/8 per ccnL 

Fixed period rates edged up by 
around 1/8 percentage point but 
there was little borrowing 
interest. 

Gulf markets are closed on 
Fridays, the Muslim weekend, 
but are also normally very quiet 
on Saturdays and Sundays when 
many major offshore players are 
absenL 

One-month funds rose to 7-1/ 
4. 1/8 percent from 7- 1 /8 6-7/8 on 
Thursday. Three-months edged 
up to 7-5/18, 1/2 per cent from 7-

Rate hike 
speculation 
helps 
dollar 

NEWYORK, May 28, (Reuter): 
The dollar ended the week with a 
buret of strength on Friday but 
worries about higher inflation 
and rising interest rates left 
stocks and bonds lower. 

Only a mid-morning injection 
of money into the banking sys- 
tem by the Federal Reserve eased 
fears that a hike in the discount 
rate was imminent, traders said. 

Most trading was lacklustre as 
investors closed their books early 
to get a head start on the 
Memorial Day weekend. 

The dollar, which has been 
locked in a low trading range for 
some weeks, turned in a strong 
performance, aided by the talk of 
possible higher interest rates 
soon. 

Resistance 

It broke through previous res- 
istance areas and finished at 

I. 7 1 70 West German marks 
from 1.7082 on Thursday. It rose 
to 124.90 Japanese yen from 
124.57. The British pound fell to 
$1.8562 from $1.8617, partly 
reflecting an increase in Britain’s 
trade deficit in April. 

“At these interest rates, the 
dollar already appears to be an 
attractive investment vehicle,” 
said a corporate foreign 
exchange dealer. “The yield 
curve at current levels gives cause 
(o buy the dollar as a high-yield 
currency in terms of the global 
scenario.” 

Nervousness that the Fed was 
about to raise the discount rate 
by half a percentage point from 
the current 6 per cent cooled in 
latemoming when the Fed injec- 
ted a modest $i billion into the 
banking system. 

Traders took it as a sign that 
the central bank was trying to 
cool the market's speculation 
about an impending rise in the 
discount rate. 

Earlier fears of a possible 
move by the Fed to raise the rate 
after the markets closed proved 
unfounded. 

However, some economists 
say the Fed could still act overtly 
soon to show its anti-inflationary 
colours, even though this is 
presidential election year. 

The discount rate is the 
interest that the Fed charges 
commercial banks and is very 
visible tool used by the central 
bank to control the pace of econ-

•rMc^vhflp. economists- said 
yesterday that Fed sent V'smalf 
but explicit signal today that no 
further credit tightening is 
imminent by injecting a modest 
portion of reserves to the bank- 
ing system.

SEOUL, South Korea, May 28. 
(AP): The South Korean econ- 
omy. paced by brisk exports and 
domestic demand, grew 15.1 per 
cent during the first quarter of 
this year, the Bank of Korea said 
today in a preliminary report. 

The figure compares with 15 
per cent growth in the same 
period last year and 12 per cent 
growth for ail of 1987, the Cen- 
tral Bank said. 

The government’s economic 
growth target this year is 8 per 
cent.

Stability subdues mood at Hawaii forex meeting 



HONOLULU, May 2S, 
(Reuier): International policy- 
makers may be thrilled by the 
stable exchange rates they have 
helped toengineer in recent mon- 
ths, but currency dealers attend- 
ing their annual convention are 
unhappy. 

Swaying palm trees and pool- 
side cocktails make it hard to be 
glum, yet some dealers are 
uneasy about reduced volatility 
which means fewer trading 
opportunities and thus lower 
profits. 

“This business is finished for 
now,” one senior US bank dealer 
said. . „ 

After a spell of extreme dollar 
weakness at the beginning of the 
war, central bank intervention, 
an improving US trade deficit 
and rising US interest rates have 

combined to pin thedollar within 

relatively narrow ranges. 

In some respects, the range 
trading is a replay of last year. 


when determined official 
intervention and jawboning 
managed to support the dollar 
within ranges sanctioned in the 
February 1987 Louvre accord of 
finance ministers and central 
bankers of seven leading indus- 
trial nations. 

Accord 

The Louvre accord sub- 
sequently crumbled last autumn, 
but policymakers believe that 
economic fundamentals have 
genuinely improved since then 
and that the dollar’s stability is 
not artificial. 

US first-quarter trade figures, 
released on Wednesday, bol- 
stered that argument. The 
deficit, reported on a seasonally 
adjusted balance-of-payments 
basis, which excludes military 
safes and the cost of insurance 
and shipping, narrowed between 
January and March to $35.93 
billion from 41.19 billion in the 
fourth quarter of 1987. 


The 12.7 per cent improve- 
ment was the biggest in any three 
months since the fourth quarter 
of 1 982. US expor is have surged 
more than 25 per cent in the past 
year, relieving market pressure 
for a further quick drop in the 
dollar. 

Thanks to the sharp rise in net 
exports, the US Gross National 
Product rose to a revised annual 
rate of 3.9 per cent in the first 
quarter, up from a preliminary 
estimate of 2.3 percent, the Com- 
merce Department reported 
Thursday, a few hours before the 
dealers’ convention was due to.

Success 

US Treasury Secretary James 
Baker has been encouraged 
enough by the authorities’ suc- 
cess in redressing trade imbalan- 
ces and stabilising the dollar to 
propose a new phase in Group ot 
Seven policy coordination. 

In a speech in Paris yesterday, 


he suggested that the G-7 coun- 
tries — the United States, Japan, 
West Germany, Britain, France, 
Italy and Canada — steer their 
economies by establishing ’mon- 
itoring zones’ for major econ- 
omic gauges such as growth rates 
and trade balances. 

In effect. US officials say. 
Baker wants to institutionalise 
policy coordination by expand- 
ing die concept of reference ran- 
ges from currencies to economic 
indicators. 

Test 

There is no guarantee that he 
will succeed. A recession in the 
United States, for instance, 
would pose a major, test for 
global policy coordination. 

But the trend toward tighter 
management of the world econ- 
omy. is unmistakable and. for 
dealers who thrive on uncer- 
tainty and volatility, unwelcome. 

The financial services industry

market crash. With stock market 
volume dwindling and the scope 
for currency trading profits 
being squeezed, the relrench- 
menf may not be over, some fear.

co-operative tax law 


MOSCOW. May 28, (AP): Two 
top Soviet economists on Friday 
criticised progressive taxes on 
cooperatives, calling the taxes 
bureaucratic meddling that will 
discourage growth of consumer 
goods and services. 

The Supreme Soviet, the coun- 
try’s nominal parliament, on 
Thursday passed a law expand- 
ing the rights of cooperatives to 
compete with the inefficient 
state-run economy. 

But in a rare move, the body 
expanded the rights of local 
government to give tax breaks to 
preferred kinds of cooperatives 
and directed that a progressive 
tax structure decreed earlier be 
rewritten. 

Faulty 

The Supreme Soviet normally 
only rubber stamps legislation 
that already has been approved 
by the Communist Party, the 
dominant force in Soviet society. 

Abel Aganbegyan, an econ- 
omist close to Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev, told reporters 
that the progressive taxes that 
reach 90 per cent were “adopted 
behind close doors” by the fin- 
ance Ministry. 

“Some provisions are faulty. 


They didn’t know much about 
progressive taxation.” he said. 

Aganbegyan said the taxes will 
not help stimulate cooperatives 
— small businesses that are 
owned by those who work in 
them. Gorbachev has said the 
cooperatives are a key element of 
his plans to improve the supply of 
goods and services to consumers, 
who face widespread shortages 
in the state-run economy. 

Plan 

Nikolai Shmelev, an econ- 
omist with the Soviet Union's 
USA-Canada Institute, said the 
tax rates decreed by the Finance 
Ministry apparently would 
remain in effect until they can be 
•rewritten. 

Under that plan, tax rates 
would be 27 per cent on a mon- 
thly income of 1,000 rubles 
(S 1 ,600) and 53.5 per cent on an 
income of 2,000 rubles ($3,200). 
The average industrial worker 
makes about 200 rubles ($320) a 
month. 

“I think this law on progres- 
sive taxation on cooperatives is 
very bad. It puts obstacles in the 
way of development of 
cooperatives,” he said.

Guy Burgess, Anthouy Blunt, Donald 
Maclean and Kim Philby — who died 
recently — had good educations, wealth 
and promising careers in Britain’s secret 
service. Y et they chose to betray their coun- 
try ... and sparked off one of the most 
dramatic spy dramas since World War 
Two.

IT had looked like being an 
uneventful day for pleasure- 
loving Old Etonian, Guy Fran- 
cis de Money Burgess. He had 
just taken a leisurely breakfast 
in his West London apartment 
when a telephone call came that 
was to change his life. 

The voice at the end of the 
line Lold Burgess: “There's no 
time to lose. They're closing in 
on Donald Maclean. His 
interrogation is set for three 
days lime.” 

That call had come from 
fellow homosexual and univer- 
sity contemporary. Anthony 
Blunt. And toe interrogation be 
spoke of was to signal the end of 
Maclean's career as head of the 
American Department of the 
British Foreign Office. 

Guy Burgess, Donald 
Maclean and Anthony Blunt 
were not the only ones to be 
seriously worried about the 
events of May 1951. Harold 
Adrian Russell (Kim) Philby, 
the Westminster School 
educated liaison officer for the 
British Secret Intelligence 
Services. SIS; and the CIA, was 


also interested in what hap- 
betne 


pened. For it promised to 

most dramatic spy drama since 
World War Two. 

The four men were around 
the same age, all were members 
of the British upper middle 
class and they were all products 
of public schools and univer- 
sities. 

They were to become known 1 
as the “famous four” and “the 
old school tie traitors.'* They 


were communists whose 
allegiance to the Soviet cause 
stretched back to their under- 
graduate days ... and they were 
to be at the centre of one of the 
biggest ever spy scandals. 

Guy Burgess’s career as a 
diplomat was at a serious crisis 
in any case. At the age of 40, he 
had been sent home in disgrace 
from his job at the British 
Embassy in Washington after 
serious complaints about his 
drunkenness and succession of 
homosexual affairs. 

But until Anthony Blunt 
delivered his bombshell. Bur- 
gess, had appeared remarkably 
relaxed. That morning he had 
lounged in bed, with a cup of tea 
made by his male dancer lover 
and looked forward to his 
meeting with Bernard Miller, a 
young American be had met 
while returning to Britain on 
the Queen Mary. 

Burgess had booked a two- 
berth cabin on the SS Falaise, 
sailing from Southampton at 
midnight, on May 25, 1951. for 
Sl Malo where Lhey would 
meet. After that, their plans 
had been vague — they might 
make for Pans or goon to Italy. 

At their hotel rendezvous. 
Miller found a badly agitated 
Guy Burgess who told him that 
a friend was in trouble and that 
the trip might have to be called 
off. Burgess then contacted 
Maclean by telephone. The 
sequence of events that foll- 
owed could have come from 
any spy book. 

Burgess then hired a white 
Austin 70 from a West End 
garage, collected some clothes 


and stufTed £300 into his black 
Foreign Office briefcase and 
drove straight to Donald 
Maclean's home near London. 

There, Maclean introduced 
Burgess as an official colleague 
named Roger Styles so as not to 
arouse his wife’s suspicions. 
The two men took a stroll in the 
garden after dinner then 
Maclean told his wife: “Mr 
Styles and I have to keep a 
pressing engagement. But I 
aon’t expect to be back very 
late. f!J take an overnight bag 
just in case.” 

Somewhere in the narrow 
country lanes leading to South- 
ampton, Burgess came to a 
fateful decision. He reasoned 
that with Maclean fleeing to 
Russia his own role would be 
blown and without further 
thought, joined Maclean on 
board the Falaise.

Evidence 


The news of Maclean and 
Burgess's defection threw Kim 
Philby at his British Embassy 
post; in Washington, into 
panic. He recalled how on Bur- 
gess's last night before his 
expulsion they had dined in a 
small and intimate Chinese res- 
taurant. They had gone over 
■ their plan step by step. Burgess 
was to meet his Soviet contact 
on arrival in London. Then he 
was to arrange to see Maclean 
at his office and finalise plans 
for his defection. 

Now that Burgess had flown 
as well, it would not take long 
for the British security auth- 
orities to spot an obvious link in 
the chain. 


As for Donald Maclean, the 
evidence against him had been 
mounting steadily for months. 
It had begun with the defection 
to the West of Major-General 
Walter Krivitsky, head of 
Soviet Intelligence in WesLem 
Europe. He had told his 
interrogators that in the mid- 
1930s Russia had recruited a 
young man of good Scottish 
family into the Foreign Office 
and that he was working with- 
out payment. Maclean's name 
had figured on the list of susp- 
ects but there had been insuf- 
ficient evidence to take further 
action. 

Maclean had been posted 
with his wife, Melinda to 
Washington as a Frist 
Secretary. At 31. he was a 
Foreign Office high flier, and 
the rewards came fast — nota- 
bly the job of British Secretary 
to the Combined Policy Com- 
mittee on Atomic Affairs. The 
information the job brought 
with it was colossal. Informa- 
tion that was passed on to the 
Russians. 

In 1949, Maclean leaked the 
signing to the Western defen- 
sive alliance — the North 
Atlantic Pact. A promotion to 
Cairo made Maclean's useful- 
ness even greater and he was 
still able to give the Soviets full 
details of British Middle East 
policy. 

But the strain of Maclean's 
double life soon began to tell. 
There were episodes of drun- 
ken violence and rumours of 
homosexual affairs. Maclean 
was sent home to London on 
sick leave. 


The links between Burgess, 
Philby. Maclean and Blunt had 
been forged at Cambridge 
University between 1931 and 
1934. All were products of an 
age and class where it was con- 
sidered smart to rebel against 
the Establishment. 

Maclean, son of former 
Cabinet Minister. Sir Donald 
Maclean, and Burgess, who 
had reached Cambridge via 
Dartmouth Royal Naval 
College and Eton, had never 
made any secret of their Com- 
fnunist sympathies. The shy, 
stammering Philby, son of a 
famous explorer, claimed that 
at that time he did not 
altogether subscribe to Com- 
munism. Blunt, interested 


primarily in art, professed to be 
indifferent to politics. 


After ^graduation, ail had 


gone their separate ways. Bur- 
ges eventually found his way 


mterthe Foreign Office and was 
sent as Second Secretary to the 
British Embassy. He had given 

he had^rniounced all Commun- 
ist sympathies. Indeed, he 
seemed to be far more interes- 
ted in drinking heavily and 
attending strings of homosex- 
ual parties. But neither M15 or 
American intelligence paid 
much attention. 

The Russians, meanwhile, 
had not been idle. In 1955. a 
Russian intelligence agent. 
Vladimir Petrov defected to 
Australia and he revealed what 
he had been told by Burgess’s 
controller: “The volume of 
material Burgess, supplied was 
so colossal that the cipher 


clerics .of the Soviet Embassy 
were af times almost fully - 
employed in enciphering it so 
that it could be radioed to Mos- 
cow...” • 

Even when Burgess was sent 
home in disgrace from Washin- 
gton because of his scandalous 
conduct, he carried on his work 
for the Russians. But the net fell, 
quickest on Donald Maclean. 
-The earlier leakage of atomic 
secrets was known. British 
security became progressively 
more interested in him 
throughout the time he was on 
leave in London for psychiatric 
treatment. 

In Washington, a des- 
perately anxious Kim Philby 
was busy, too ... He had driven 
to a remote stretch of road bor- 
dering the Potomac River and 
buried his spy tools — camera, 
tripod and accessories. 

Inevitably, the British 
intelligence services soon 
becameinterestedinhimtoo.lt 
did not take them long to dis- 
cover that Philby had got his 
first job in World War Two 
intelligence with Burgess's 
help. He was ordered home to 
help throw light of the defec- 
tion of Burgess and Maclean. 

Philby was interrogated by 
Ml 5 officers and although 
there was no cast-iron evidence 
that he was “the third man," 
Philby was persuaded to resign. 

Philby, confident he was in . 
the dear, was happy to go on 
bluffing. At a press conference 
hededared that he had noteven 
known that Burgess was a 
Communist. 

He then went to work as an 


SIS agent in the field — his final 
posting being in Beirut with a 
cover as foreign correspondent 
for The Observer newspaper. 
But what be didn't realise was 
the he was being deliberately 
fed inaccurate information. 

At the end of- 1962, Philby 
was at last confronted with the 
SIS in Beirut. He was given the 
choice: either come home to 
Britain and face trial or vanish 
for good behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. Philby is thought to have 
left Beirut aboard a Soviet, ship. 

On March 3, 1963, the Soviet 
Union announced that he had 
been granted political asylum. 

- He later declared: “I was home 
and dry.” 

For Burgess and Madean, 
the years of exile brought little 
satisfaction — the Russians' 
regarded them essentially as 
pensioners and they were given 
little to do. Burgess was left to 
get drunk in Moscow bars and 
pursue his homosexual affairs. 
He died in 1963 of advanced 
hardening of the arteries. 

Donald Maclean was to live 
another 20 years, an honoured 
Russian citizen. - 

But one man had so far 
escaped exposure. For Anth- 
ony Frederick Blunt, son of a 
clergyman, disgrace was a long 
time coming ... Blunt had 
carved out a reputation as.one 
of the world’s experts on the 
history of modem art and rose 
to command one of the highest 
positions in the British Establi- 
shment’ — . Surveyor of the 
King's (from 1952 the Queen’s) 
Pictures. . 

Yet, on Thursday, Novem- 


ber 15, 1979, Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher revealed 
that not only had Blunt been a 
spy, but had confessed to it 15 
years earlier. He had been a 
Communist for 45 years. 

In World War Two. Anlh- 
.ony Blunt had served as a cap- 
tain. His former academic 
career had attracted the atten- 
tion of British intelligence and 
he was recruited to the secret 
services. At Trinity College. 
Cambridge, Blunt bad also 
been a homosexual, was k nown 
to have been a friend of Guy 
Burgess and the author of cer- 
tain articles in the Left Wing 
press. But nobody bothered to 
investigate much into his past. 
He joined a team organising 
surveillance of embassies in 
London which might be hostile 
to the British war effort. 

It was later found that he 
passed all the information to 
his Soviet controller. 


None of this would have 
been revealed had it not been 
for the rumour that Guy Bur- 
gess, desperately unhappy in 
Moscow, had applied to return 
Britainforabrief visit. Blunt.in 
a panic, realised that if Burgess 
was arrested and decided to 
talk, exposure was inevitable. 
He called on the security auth- 
orities with the intention of 
confessing. His inquisitors real- 
ised that offering him immun- 
ity was the only way they could 
get him to talk. 

They told him what they 
knew.. Interviewed in his West 
End office. Blunt declared: 
“It’s all true.”

Passport 
racket exposed 

A WELL-ENTRENCHED syn- 
dicate working in connivance 
with Department of Foreign 
Affairs (DFA) officials is con- 
trolling the operations of the pas- 
sport division and depriving the 
government of millions of pesos 
in revenue. 

This was revealed in a 
document obtained by reporters 
following a complaint filed by a 
liaison officer of a travel agency 
who was banned from the DFA 
premises after she stumbled on 
the operations of the syndicate. 

The syndicate works within 
the consular services office of the 
DFA where it influences the 
facilitation of passports, issues 
forged documents, and provides 
the unqualified with travel 
papers, for sums ranging from 
P800 to P5-000. 

The documents reveal that the 
syndicate easily earns some 
£250,000 daily. 

The syndicate reportedly also 
has a cache of so-called “blank 
passports" for emergency cases, 
some of which have fallen into 
the hands of the Japanese crime 
group, the Yakuza,_and others 
traced to foreign intelligence 
agencies like the Mossad of 
laud.- * 

Some of the passports have 
also been, used by the terrorist 
group Red Army of Japan, 
prompting Foreign Secretary 
Raul Manglapiis to order an 
investigation of the irregularity.

Spanish media vilify Filipinos 


By Jerry Espianada 

MALACANANG opened last 
week its own “in-depth investiga- 
tion” of reports that some 
foreign journalists paid com- 
munist rebels hefty sums to stage 
ambushes against government 
troops. 

In Legaspi City, meanwhile, 
another surrendered woman 
guerrilla of the New People’s 
Army confirmed allegations by a 
former comrade that foreign 
newsmen were with the rebels 
during several ambushes in Bicol ' 
against government troops. ■' 

The Malacanang inquiry will 
be undertaken by Maj. Gen. Jose 
Magno (ret.), presidential 
military adviser. 

Magno conferred with 
President Aquino apparently on 
the conduct of the investigation, 
and later toldnewsmen: "There is 
need to go deeper into the reports 
(.of ambush-for-a-fee cases) and 
whatever materials they have at 
the AFP. 

“We will base our recommen- 
dations (to the President), like 
the creation of an inter-agency 
committee to look into the fact 
(of the cases), from what we see." 

From Malacanang, Magno 
said, he was proceeding to the 
Army headquarters in Fort Bon- 
i/ado “to find out what actual 
evidence they have — whether 
some foreign correspondents 
were really identified, and if they- 
are really from the British Broad- 
casting Corp.” 

Magno said the President has 
yet to receive a report on the 
matter from the military. 

But he added: “I'm sure the 
military is gratified with the 
exposure of some of these ambu- 
shes-for-a-fee that were ins- 
tigated by a foreign group. The 
soldiers will also be looking for- 
ward to an investigation of this 
case." 

In Legaspi City, surrendered 
woman guerrilla Amalia Macan- 
dog, alias Ka Leah, said in a 
taped interview aired over a local 
radio station that before: her. 
surrender, foreign journalists 
would often go with them to film 
ambushes. 

But shestopped short of saying 
the newsmen paid them to stage 
the attacks. Macandog said she 
could recognise the foreign jour- 
nalists if she saw them again. . 



The first ambush-for-a-fee 
case surfaced when another 
surrendered woman rebel. 
Gemma Magalon, alias Ka 
Irene, told the Philippine 
Inquirer last May 1 1 that foreign 
newsmen gave money and 
explosives to the rebels to stage 
the Feb 27, 1988, ambush m 
Guinohatan, Albay, that killed 
12 soldiers, one of them 2nd Lt 
Felix Brawner UL son of Brig. 
Gen. Felix Brawner Jr., then 
chief of the Northern Luzon 
Command. 

During the trial the other day 
of the captured rebels who par- 
ticipated in the Brawner ambush. 
Magalona identified from 
photos presented to her a female 
foreign journalist who, she said, 
paid the rebels around P40.000 
(four-inch-thick wad of crisp 
PI 00 bills) to stage the Brawner 
ambush. 

She said the five foreign jour- 
nalist — two females and three 
males — who filmed the attack 
also gave them guns and and land 
mines. 

Brig. Gen. Eduardo Taduran, 
Bicol PC chief, said on the same 
day that Magalona's expose 
seemed credible but that he could 
not confirm it 

However, he told a press con- 
ference later that “we have 
evidence seized from the rebels, 
(confirming the presence of 
foreign journalists) during the 
(Brawner) ambush." 

On May 13. Defence Secretary 
Fidel V. Ramos fanned the con- 
troversy when, in the talk show of 


Inquirer columnist Belinda 
OUvares-Cunaman, he said the 
government was preparing char- 
ges against a foreign television 
crew which allegedly par- 
ticipated in an ambush staged by 
co mmunis t rebels in Bicol. 

Ramos said captured rebel 
documents revealed a “well- 
known European broadcasting" 
agency bad paid the NPA 


guerrillas to allow its crew to film 
the ambush. 

“Not only did the foreign 
media support them (rebels!, 
they- also contributed money so 
they will be allowed (to film)," he 
.said. ■ . ; 

Alleged 

The alleged BBC involvement 
in ambush-for-a-fee cases 
deepened when Sen. Juan Ponce 
Ennle, fonner defence secretary 
for 17 years, said the military has 
extensive dossiers on ambushes 
staged by communist rebels 
against soldiers which, he said, 
were “financed by foreign jour- 
nalists in exchange for media 
coverage." 

One such ambush, Eurile said, 
was staged by the NPA in 
Gumaca. Quezon, on June 30L 
1986 where 11 Army soldiers 
were killed. The fonner defencse 
chief said the BBC crew which 
filmed the ambush paid the rebels 
$20,000 to stage it. 

The BBC vehemently denied 
all the charges and the other day, 
the military backtracked on its 
allegations. Filart said the cap- 
tured BBC letter “does not direc- 
tly implicate the television net- 
work to charges of paying rebels 
to stage the ambushes." 
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A MOST interesting letter was 
addressed two months ago lo 
presidential children Noynoy 
and Kris Aquino by a 67-year- . 
old British retiree named Paul E. 
Broughton, who resides in 
Madrid. 

Xeroxed copies of his letter, 
together with clippings of Span- 
ish newspaper articles on the 
Filipino maids in Spain have 
been furnished to local media. 

Broughton decried what he 
felt was a campaign of racist slurs 1 
allegedly being waged by some 
sectors of the Spanish media, 
specifically Spanish TV and two 
newspapers, the Diorio A BC and 
El Pais, against the Filipinos — 
portraying them as a race of sim- 
pletons and morons, and a highly 
backward and uncivilised peo- 
ple. 

The British letter-writer won- 
dered at the motivation of this 
smear campaign, considering 
that, as he pointed out, Filipinos 
are not even the most populous 
foreign group in Spain. 

It is the Moroccans, followed 
closely by South and Central 
Americans; yet these groups do 
not merit die same vilification 
directed aL the Filipinos. He 
stressed that the treatment of the 
Filipinos by the Spanish media 
has outraged other foreign 
groups in Spain. 


The letter-wriier, who 
apparently has a soft spot for 
Filipinos, emphasised that the 
smear campaign in the Spanish 
media, which 'began about (wo 
years ago. centres mostly on the* 
80,000 criadas or maids in Spain, 
many of whom work without 
permit papers and under falsified 
passports. 

Broughton enclosed a dipping 
showing a middle-class Spanish 


lady bring served al table by a 
suited Filipino butler and an 
aproned Filipina maid, as 
though she were some kind of 
royally. 

The' article traces the arrival of 
the maids in Spain to 1980. after 
others of their kind bad been 
exported to the US and Britain in 
the 1970s. 

Interestingly the article jux- 
taposes photos of the plump 
plain-looking uniformed criada 
side by side with that of the 
celebrated Filipino socialite 
Isabel Preysler, balladeer Julio 
Iglesias’ one-time wife and now 
the spouse of a ranking Spanish 
government official. 

Broughton cites a Spanish 
correspondent’s description of 
how all Filipinos keep pigs under 
their house. Imagine, he tells Kris 
and Noynoy, this is the image 
you people have in Spain, “even 
if your family owns an hacienda 
larger than Madrid.” How can 
you recover from such an impres- 
sion, he asked? 

*** 

British letter-writer Brought- 
on's letter itself drips somewhat 
of racism, as he attacks the Span- 
iards as a “vicious, selfish and 
shameless people with very low 
sense of values because they are 
not Europeans." 

He claims they are Moors, “a 
barbaric and selfish tribe of 
brigands and cutthroats” whose 
word cannot be trusted. (Why he 
has chosen to retire in Spain con- 
sidering his low opinion of its. 
people baftles this columnist.) 

He admonishes Filipinos to 
purge their sentimental attach- 
ments to “Mother Spain” which, 
he claims, has been nolhing but 
an exploitative coloniser of its 
Filipino “slaves." 

He exhorts Filipinos to return 
the dastardly treatment of Pin- 
oys in Spain with acts of nasti- 


ness toward the Spaniards in this 
country. 

*** 

Racism of any kind this 
column won’t buy, tor 1 maintain 
that there are good and bad peo- 
ple in every country, ours 
included. But i certainly 
appreciate this Britisher's con- 
cern for the lowly image of 
Filipinos as projected by Spanish 
media. 

1 can only surmise that the 
vilification stems from the per- 
ceived threat posed by the 
Filipinos there — a predictable 
offshoot of the eihnoeentric ins- 
tinct of some narrow-minded 
Spaniards who perhaps do not 
want their race tainted with 
“Indio” blood. 

We can only appeal to our 
colleagues in die Spanish media 
to give the Filipinos a fair shake 
and be more truthful, fair and 
just in their coverage. Compared 
to the horror stories from some 
of our Pinay contract workers in 
the Middle East, the Filipinas' 
treatment at the hands of the 
Spaniards would perhaps seem 
even civilised. 

But still repons of smear cam- 
paigns in the Spanish press hurt, 
perhaps because of the residue of 
scniinticnio we have for Spain 
which cannot be stifled. 

The 80,000 Pinay maids in 
Spain are only a fraction of the 
over half a million Filipino work- 
ers abroad, who constitute the 
country’s biggest export and 
dollar-earning industry at the 
moment, bringing in over 52 
billion yearly into the economy. 

Until such time as when the 
economy recovers and our 
paisanos do not need to go 
abroad to earn a living, we just 
have to grin and bear the stories 
about the hapless plight or some 
of them, and express our collec- 
tive outrage as best as we can. 




Plans for overseas workers lauded 


THE Overseas Placement 
Association of the Philippines 
(OPAP), through its acting 
president retired Col. Augusto 
R. Talicoi, lauds the steps taken 
by President Aquino to set up 
more labour centres and field 
more labour attaches or welfare 
officers- areas where there are 
concentrations of Filipino over- 
seas workers.

welfare officers in order to 
protect Filipino workers abroad. 

He said that millions of pesos 
have been accumulated by the 
government from the contribu- 
tion of the workers to the Work- 
ers' Welfare Fund. Using part of 
the fund for the purpose of field- 
ing in more welfare officers is not 
only proper but also just.

And Sixth Preference, skilled 
and unskilled workers: October 
15,1984: 

The Embassy can issue a max- 
imum of 20,000 preference 
immigrant visas annually, plus 
an unlimited number of 
immediate relative visas to the 
spouses, children and parents of 
United Stales citizens. The 
Embassy issued more than 
44,000 immigrant visas in 1987.
